in the nude made b> all the artists that ever lived. 


"Mrs. Warren's Profession" may be an im- 


moral pla\, but Com«tock's protest has done more 
to draw public attention to it, to excite public 
cunositv regarding it, to ensure big audiences for 
it and handsome ro\ allies for its author, than all 
the paid-for ad\ertismg its producers could af- 
tord to bin.
